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1 . AP (FREED AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY WILL REMAIN 
ESSENTIALLY UNCHANGED NO MATTER WHO IS ELECTED PRESIDENT, 
SECSTATE KISSINGER TOLD A NORTH ATLANTIC TREATY ORGANIZATION 
MEETING, ACCORDING TO DIPLOMATS WHO HEARD HIS SPEECH. 

"HAK ALSO TOLD THE GROUP THAT SOVIET LEADERS ARE UNDER 
SOME TEMPTATION FROM IDEOLOGISTS TO USE THEIR GROWING 
MILITARY STRENGTH, BUT THAT HE DOES NOT THINK THE SOVIET 
UNION IS BENT ON WORLD DOMINATION. . . . 

"CONFERENCE RULES PROHIBITED DELEGATES FROM GIVING 
STATEMENTS TO THE PRESS. BUT AS USUAL AT NATO MEETINGS, 

THE BAN WAS WIDELY VIOLATED. U.S. REPRESENTATIVES WERE 
AMONG THE FEW REFUSING TO DISCUSS WHAT WENT ON. 
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DIPLOMATS WHO ATTENDED KISSINGER S SPEECH SAID THE 
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SECRETARY REVIEWED THE AMERICAN OOMESTIC DEBATE ON 
DETENTE WITH THE SOVIET UNION, OUTLINING A LOGICAL SET OF 

IMPERATIVES WHICH HE SAID WOULD LOCK THE NEXT PRESIDENT, 
DEMOCRAT OR REPUBLICAN, INTO THE PRESENT POLICY EVEN IF 
KISSINGER IS NO LONGER IN OFFICE. 

"A SENIOR U.S. OFFICIAL ADMITTED BEFORE TODAY'S MEETING 
THAT THE CURRENT PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN HAS SLOWED 
KISSINGER'S DIPLOMATIC INITIATIVES, PARTICULARLY TOWARD THE 
RUSSIANS. HE SAID THE EUROPEANS THINK THAT ATTACKS ON 
KISSINGER BY PRESIDENT FORD'S OPPONENTS MAY HAVE WEAKENED 
THE SECRETARY'S ABILITY TO CARRY OUT POLICY. 

"KISSINGER DESCRIBED THE SOVIET MILITARY BUILDUP AS PART OF A 
CALCULATED, LONG-RANGE PLAN TO PUT PRESSURE ON THE WEST, 

A SOURCE SAID. 

"BY THIS THEORY. SHORT OF A MILITARY CONFRONTATION OR 
VIRTUAL SURRENDER, THE UNITED STATES HAS NO ALTERNATIVE 
TO THE CURRENT POLICY OF DETENTE AND MEANINGFUL PLANNING 
FOR DEFENSE, NO MATTER WHO WINS THE ELECTION. 

"DIPLOMATIC SOURCES SAID KISSINGER MADE NO DIRECT REFERENCE 
TO THE EXPECTED PARTICIPATION OF COMMUNISTS IN THE ITALIAN 
GOVERNMENT AFTER NEXT MONTH'S ELECTIONS. HOWEVER, THEY 
SAID THE SECRETARY REPEATED A GENERAL WARNING ABOUT THE 
EFFECT OF COMMUNISTS TAKING A ROLE IN WESTERN GOVERNMENTS. 


"KISSINGER REPORTEDLY SAID THAT SINCE THE SOVIETS ARE 
STRONG, THEY ARE TEMPTED TO USE THEIR STRENGTH BY THE 
IDEOLOGISTS AMONG THEM. HE EMPHASIZED THE IMPORTANCE OF 
WESTERN ECONOMIC STRENGTH, NOTING THAT THE MAIN AID THE 
COMMUNIST WORLD HAS GIVEN TO THE POORER COUNTRIES IS 
MILITARY AID. THERE SHOULD NEVER BE ANOTHER ANGOLA, 
KISSINGER REPORTEDLY SAID."

KISSINGER AND SUGGESTED HIS REMARKS BE CONSIDERED AS NOT

"KISSINGER PROMPTLY DENIED HE WAS RAISING THE ISSUE, 

DIPLOMATS SAID. 

"A NATO SPOKESMAN REFUSED COMMENT ON THE INCIDENT. BUT 
HE SAID THERE HAD BEEN PRIOR AGREEMENT NOT TO RAISE THE 
TOPIC OF POSSIBLE COMMUNIST GAINS AND THE SUBJECT WAS 
NOT RAISED.' 

"DESPITE WHAT OTHER DIPLOMATS SAID, U.S. STATE 
DEPARTMENT SOURCES DENIED THERE WAS ANY SUCH KISSINGER- 
LUNS EXCHANGE. THEY SAID KISSINGER MADE ONLY A VAGUE 
REFERENCE TO SUCH MATTERS, SAYING AMERICA WOULD NOT 
AGREE TO KEEP HANDS OFF E;STERN EUROPE IN EXCHANGE FOR 
THE SOVIETS KEEPING OUT OF WESTERN EUROPE."

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"EINAR AGUSTSSON, ICELAND'S FOREIGN MINISTER, TOLD A 
NEWS CONFERENCE THURSDAY IT IS EXTREMELY LIKELY ICELAND 
WILL GIVE THE UNITED STATES SIX MONTHS NOTICE TO CLOSE 
THE BIG AMERICAN-MANNED NATO AIR BASE AT KEFLAVIK IF IT
